First Watches Were Made 

in Germany, About 1500 

It Is generally agreed that the 
nrst man to make watches was 
L’eter Henlein, an expert mechanic 
and locksmith of Nuremberg, in 
Germany. About 1500, shortly after 
Columbus discovered America, he 
set himself to produce a small pock¬ 
et clock. For motive power he intro¬ 
duced the main spring, and with 
this as a basis produced little clocks 
-—“watches” as they came to be 
known—which would fit in the pock¬ 
et or the purse. 

tt Wc caI1 an old-fashioned watch a 
'turnip” because it is so thick; but 
that is nothing compared to Peter 
Henlein’s products, asserts a writer 
in the Washington Star. They were 
almost round, and when they were 
sold throughout Europe they became 
known as “Nuremberg eggs.” Soon 
expert mechanicians in other coun¬ 
tries were making them—strange- 
looking devices, round or drum¬ 
shaped, with no crystal on the face 
and no minute-hand, and a chiming 
apparatus to strike the hours. They 
became the fashion for the wealthy. 
They were not very accurate; peo¬ 
ple still relied on sun dials for really 
correct time; but they were valued 
as jewelry—and a watch has re¬ 
mained a jewel to this day. 

Kings and queens owned the m. 
Queen Elizabeth and her court 
selected watches as modern women 
do their hats—to match their various 
costumes.

England’s Government 

The supreme legislative power of 
the British Empire is vested in a 
Parliament which is dominated by 
the House of Commons, of which 
the premier is the responsible head. 
Parliament is summoned by writ of 
the king on the advice of the privy 
council, and the king opens and 
closes each session. The king has 
a right to veto bills passed by both 
houses of Parliament, but in prac¬ 
tice his veto is obsolete, as custom 
has decided that he must sanction 
every bill which Parliament ap¬ 
proves and resolves to make law. 
Whatever the theoretical powers of 
the king may be. they are unques¬ 
tionably limited to his personal in¬ 
fluence over his ministers.

Long-Lost Airliner Found 
on Utah Mountainside 

N December 15, 1936, Pilot S. J. 

Samson, operating a Western 
Air Express liner from Los Angeles 
to Salt Lake City, with four passen¬ 
gers, co - pilot and stewardess 
aboard, reported by his radio to the 
caretaker of the airport at Milford, 
Utah, and asked that his position 
be checked. His voice was never 
again heard. Now after nearly six 
months the wreckage of the air¬ 
plane has been found high in the 
Wasatch mountains, 25 miles south¬ 
east of Salt Lake City and 35 miles 
off the regular airline course. So 
shattered was the plane that the 
largest single piece of debris was 
a part of a propeller. Bodies of all 
aboard were buried 25 to 50 feet 
in the drifts of snow. 

With a rich jewelry shipment re¬ 
ported to have been aboard the ship, 
a guard was placed around the 
wreckage and given orders to 
.“shoot on sight” until the wreck 
should be recovered; four souvenir- 
hunters were shot at three times. 
Ronald Dyche, of the national for¬ 
est service, who aided in the long 
search, revealed how close the air 
travelers came to escaping death. 
“If they had just been flying 25 feet 
higher,” he said, “they might have 
made it over the peak and possibly 
reached safety.” 

Four men, natives of the moun¬ 
tainous region, accidentally discov¬ 
ered the lost plane; they announced 
that they would seek to share a $1,- 
000 reward posted by Western Air 
Express.

I> EADING the election returns of 
an overwhelming Democratic

II Duce Shows von Blomberg 
His Mediterranean Strength 

C ERTAIN British and French news¬ 
papers of late have seen fit to 
“pooh-pooh” the naval strength of 
II Duce in the Mediterranean. It is 
not altogether i m - 
possible that this de¬ 
precation may have 
made Adolf Hitler a 
little uneasy about 
his alliance with the 
Italians. So Premier 
Mussolini invited 
Field Marshal Wer¬ 
ner von Bomberg 
down to the blue 
southern ocean to 
see for himself. 

More than 70 sub¬ 
marines were massed as the feature 
of a mock combat off Naples. The 
grand fleet of 150 warships sum¬ 
moned for the maneuvers went 
through their exercises at a mini¬ 
mum speed of 30 miles an hour. 
The German registered delight 
continually as II Duce pointed out 
to him every phase of the sham 
battle. Italian officers boasted: “On¬ 
ly Fascist Italy can mobilize so 
many underwater craft at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice.” 

The day before, Galeazzo Ciano, 
Italy’s foreign minister, had in¬ 
formed the British ambassador, Sir 
Eric Drummond, that Italy accept¬ 
ed in principle all points in the 
British proposals to assure the safe¬ 
ty of international naval patrols off 
Spain. It was understood that the 
Nazis had tendered the same ap¬ 
proval. 

The three main points of the Brit¬ 
ish proposal were: That both Span¬ 
ish belligerents be required to give 
formal solemn assurances that they 
will respect international patrol 
ships; that safety zones for patrol 
ships be established at certain speci¬ 
fied ports of the two belligerent 
parties; and that the four haval 
powers engaged in patrol duties 
consult each other on measures to 
be taken if any of their patrol ships 
should be attacked. The Italians and 
Nazis wanted the third point to per¬ 
mit any ship attacked to retaliate

Ten Priests Arrested as 
Nazis Open Fight on Church 

T EN Roman Catholic priests 
were arrested as the dissention 
between the Nazi government and 
the church was fanned to a white 
heat, culminating in several fights in 
Munich. Priests replied spiritedly 
to charges of immorality within 
their ranks—charges made by Min¬ 
ister of Propaganda Goebbels in re¬ 
ply to a verbal attack upon the 
Nazis by Cardinal Mundelein of Chi¬ 
cago. 

Hitler, in a speech at Regensburg, 
declared: “It is not God who di¬ 
vides us, but human beings. The 
Almighty has blessed our work; 
therefore, it cannot be destroyed.” 

Priests read their congregations 
the answer they had drafted to the 
immorality charges. It declared 
that of 25,635 priests in Germany 
only 58 are involved in immorality 
charges, or “less than Vi of 1 per 
cent, or one priest in every 500.” 


John D. Rockefeller Leaves 
Granddaughter His Estate 
JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER, who 


died May 23, left his residuary 
estate, estimated at $25,000,000 in 
trust for his granddaughter, Mrs. 
Margaret Strong De Cuevas, her 
two young children, Elizabeth and 
John, and the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research. The will was 
filed in the Westchester county sur¬ 
rogate’s court at White Plains, N. Y. 

Mrs. De Cuevas lives in Lake- 
wood, N. J., and Paris. She mar¬ 
ried the Marquis George De Cuevas 
in 1927, and is the daughter of the 
deceased Bessie Rockefeller Strong, 
whose husband, Dr. Charles August¬ 
us Strong, is a former professor of 
psychology at the University of Chi¬ 
cago, heavily endowed with Rock¬ 
efeller money. He now lives in Italy. 

According to the final codicil, 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., falls heir 
to the personal effects of America’s 
first billionaire, who wanted to live 
to be one hundred and missed it by 
two years, dying at ninety-eight. 


Washington.—The good old days 
o. 1929 are not coming back—are 
not en route—are not even desired 
by the New Deal. This has been 
said by President Roosevelt many 
times, but its present importance 
lies in some figures recently sub¬ 
mitted to a group of economists by 
Dr. Harold G. Moulton, president 
of the Brookings institution. 

Dr. Moulton made some very in¬ 
teresting comparisons with 1929 em¬ 
ployment and production figures. 
Some construed the chief thought to 
be that the country has not arrived 
yet at a situation w’here enough of 
everything for everybody can be 
produced by people working only 
forty hours a week. 

But more significant, in the view 
of some of the New Dealers who 
have been studying his attitude, 
is that the doctor made a liberal 
estimate about the number of men 
who could be employed—in addition 
to those working at present—in 
what are classed as the durable 
goods industries—primarily indus¬ 
tries which produce machinery and 
other things which are not used up, 
but generally add to the country’s 
productive capacity. As for exam¬ 
ple, a new blast furnace, a new 
newspaper press, new canning or 
textile machinery—in fact, machin¬ 
ery of any sort. 

Dr. Moulton estimated that more 
than eight million more men would 
be employed in the durable goods 
industry if 1929 conditions were to 
be equalled. This does not mean 
that precisely that number less are 
employed now in the durable goods 
industries than were in 1929. Allow¬ 
ances are made for increase in pop¬ 
ulation and other factors. 

But the chief point here made by 
the New Deal economists is this 
huge number of persons employed 
in the durable goods industries was 
one of the really vital things wrong 
with the then situation—one of the 
important factors which resulted in 
the collapse—one of the contribut¬ 
ing causes to the situation which 
the New Deal is seeking to correct. 
Logic Is Simple 


President Roosevelt does not be¬ 
lieve such a large proportion of the 
country’s labor should be used in 
the durable goods industries as was 
so employed in 1929. His logic is 
simple though not very widely un¬ 
derstood. 

His point is that too much of the 
earnings of the big corporations in 
the good years preceding the crash 
was plowed back into the business. 
Too many units in the various in¬ 
dustries, he points out in conversa¬ 
tions, decided that business was 
good, they could sell more goods 
than they could make—so they built 
an additional plant. 

The result was, that instead of 
these earnings being distributed, 
whether to labor, to stockholders, 
or, by reduced prices, into creating 
a larger purchasing power which 
would absorb more goods, they 
were frozen into plants for the prod¬ 
ucts of which the day came when 
there was no market. 

Immediately the situation spread, 
lack of confidence was inspired, peo¬ 
ple began to save and hoard money, 
and the factories stood, as he likes to 
say, “stark and idle.” 

So the New Deal economists would 
dread the day when Dr. Moulton’s 
estimate of how many more men 
could be employed in the durable 
goods industries might be realized 
in actual employment. They would 
figure another 1929 crash would fol¬ 
low very speedily. 

Popularity Declines 


Probably the decline of President 
Roosevelt’s popularity is much 
more real—certainly it is much 
more obvious—on Capitol Hill than 
i. is out in the country. Senators 
and representatives in private con¬ 
versations admit that they believe 
the President has lost only a frac¬ 
tion of his following in the country. 

Proof of that pudding will not 
be evident until there are some sig¬ 
nificant primaries, in which some 
anti-New Deal Democrat puts up a 
real battle. 

But on Capitol Hill there are a 
surprising number of Democrats 
who seem anxious that the Presi¬ 
dent’s foot should slip a little. It is 
one of the reasons why the fight 
against enlargement of the Supreme 
court has become so important— 
and so bitter. 

Most of the insurgents do not ex¬ 
plain why they are insurging—they 
claim that in each particular case, 
be it the court, or the reorganiza¬ 
tion, or federal economy, or the 
PWA, or what not, much to their 
regret they have been forced to op¬ 
pose the President. 

It is perfectly true that they, in 
most instances at least, are really 
opposed to the President on these is¬ 
sues. But there is an underlying 
motive which has not come out in 
the open. 

This is a burning desire that, 
when the Democratic national con¬ 
vention meets three years hence, it 
will be dominated by what they like 
to call “Regular Democrats,” and 
it will positively not nominate a 


New Dealer to succeed Mr. Roose¬ 
velt. 


Third Term Up Again 


They are assuming—and It seems 
to many observers to be a violent 
assumption—that the President will 
not seek a third term. Strangely 
enough their very course of action, 
if sufficiently successful, may force 
the President to take another nom¬ 
ination. It may turn out, if what he 
will regard as the reactionaries in 
the Democratic party are appar¬ 
ently in control and purpose to 
name some man he will not believe 
will carry out his policies, that Mr. 
Roosevelt will conceive it his pa¬ 
triotic duty to run for a third term. 

This possibility, however, does not 
seem to enter at all into the logic 
of the insurging Democrats. They 
are frankly hostile to the nomina¬ 
tion of any of the men who they feel 
sure would win Roosevelt’s approv¬ 
al. It is not so much Secretary of 
Agriculture Henry A. Wallace or any 
other of the half dozen New Dealers 
who have frequently been mentioned 
for the White House in the recent 
past. 

Being politicians themselves, the 
senators and representatives who 
hope to regain control of their party 
at the next convention and put a 
man more satisfactory to them in 
the White House, realize that any¬ 
thing may happen in the three long 
years to come to trip any particular 
candidate. So it is not individuals 
they are planning to beat—it is re¬ 
ally, in essence, the New Deal it¬ 
self. 

It is not so much that they want 
to make any move that Mr. Roose¬ 
velt w r ould regard as a backward 
step. But they just do not yearn 
to go any further forward. They 
think they have gone plenty far al¬ 
ready in revamping the country’s 
economic structure. They want a 
“breathing spell.” 

The same logic spells plenty of 
trouble for Mr. Roosevelt next ses¬ 
sion unless there should be some 
convincing demonstration that the 
country is behind the President, not 
the insurgents. 


Labor Bill Hits Snag 


The whole trouble about the max¬ 
imum hours and minimum w f ages 
bill, so far as getting it through con¬ 
gress is concerned, lies in that dif¬ 
ferential between w f ages in the 
North and wages in the South. 

In one way or another the gov¬ 
ernment ha i always avoided mak¬ 
ing any move which would inter¬ 
fere with the generally accepted 
idea that the wage scale in the 
South should not be so high as it 
is in the North. 

The South has drawn many indus¬ 
tries from the North as a result 
of this differential, plus certain oth¬ 
er advantages, such as smaller cost 
for heating plants due to warmer 
climate, etc. It has been justified 
by the slightly lower cost of living 
in the South for the workers. For 
instance, many southern mills, lo¬ 
cated in small communities, are 
worked by people who live on tiny 
farms, which, through the labor of 
their wives and children—their own 
when unemployed—provide them 
with vegetables, chickens and some¬ 
times even a little pork. 

The movement of the textile in¬ 
dustry to the South is a good illus¬ 
tration. 

But naturally the employers of 
the North, and the labor union lead¬ 
ers, and those who agree with Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt and John L. Lewis 
about building up buying power 
among the classes of labor now un¬ 
able to buy luxuries, dissent violent¬ 
ly. 

It so happens that Chairman Wil¬ 
liam P. Connery, of the house labor 
committee, comes from Massachu¬ 
setts, which has been hard hit for 
many years by this idea of a wage 
differential in favor of the South. 
Naturally he is vigorously against 
making any exceptions which would 
discriminate against New England 
in the new wages and hours bill he 
has introduced at the President’s 
request. 

But just as naturally southern 
senators and representatives are 
not anxious to see anything done by 
the federal government that w’ould 
have the effect of removing this dif¬ 
ferential, which for some years now 
has been building up southern in¬ 
dustry. 

Question of Politics 


At the same time the southern 
senators and representatives are 
politicians, and the workers have 
more votes than the employers—or 
even the chambers of commerce. 
And it might be assumed that the 
local storekeepers would be in sym¬ 
pathy with the workers. So it is 
just possible there may be more 
votes in eliminating the differential 
than in keeping it—even for the 
southerners. 

That is just speculation, of course, 
for there is no indication yet that it 
is working in that direction. The 
indications are that the southern 
legislators regard the differential as 
an advantage, and will fight to keep 
it. 

All of which points to labor trou¬ 
bles in the South sooner or later, 
for John L. Lewis is very set on the 
idea of building up buying power, 
and not purely from an altruistic 
standpoint at all. The C. I. O. has 
two objections to groups of under¬ 
paid labor. One is that they are 
probably competing with labor the 
wages and hours of which the union 
is trying to improve. The other is 
that it wants more people buying 
automobiles, electric refrigerators, 
radios, etc., which are produced by 
comparatively well paid labor. The 
more buying the more jobs, the 
more jobs the more union dues.

I told her that she would find it 
simple enough; that commonsense 
was about all that she would need. 

I gave this would-be painter the 
following pointers. 

First, get the old furniture ready 
for painting by washing it with 
soap and water, and rinsing off all 
of the soap and dirt with clear 
water, then, after drying, to go all 
over it with fine sandpaper to cut 
the remaining gloss of the old finish, 
and to smooth the edges of cracks 
and chipped places. The floor under 
the furniture should be covered with 
newspapers to catch spatters.
